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This decision is in response to applicants' "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 
1.47(a)" filed 01 December 2003. 



On 18 July 2003, a decision dismissing applicants' petition was mailed for failing 
to meet the requirements of item (4) of 37 CFR 1 .47(a). 

On 01 December 2003, applicants submitted the instant renewed petition which 
was accompanied by, inter alia, a declaration executed by seven of the eight listed co- 
inventors and a three-month extension and a $950.00 extension fee. 



In the renewed petition, the 37 CFR 1.47(a) applicant provided a five-page 
declaration signed by seven of the eight joint inventors. All joint inventors' names, 
residences, post office addresses and citizenship are recorded on the declaration as 
required by section 409.03(a) of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP). 

However, a review of the declaration reveals that it contains non-initialed, non- 
dated alterations on page three and four. The addresses of co-inventors' Diane M. 
Gajewczyk, Michel H. Klein and James Tartaglia have been modified without the 
alteration being dated or initialed. New oaths or declarations executed by the inventors 
are required. See 37 CFR 1 .52(c)(1 ). Therefore, item (4) of 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is still not 
satisfied.
